The speech 
of Signor Giolitti, the prime minister, 
saved the situation. The debate was an 
erdeal hy fire for the ministry and it 
proved the enormous political infiuence 
possessed by the prime minister, and his 
authority over the chamber, which had 
been seriously discontented with the 
poliey of Signor Tittoni. But though the 
majority was large it was only half of 
what was expected. Signor Sonnino,form- 
erly prime minister, though he pro- 
claimed himself a partisan of the triple 
alliance, expressed profound disappoint- 
ment at the policy of the government. 

One speaker obtained a cuccecs which 
will have great political importance. This 
was the one time prime minister, Signor 
Portis. He declared that Italy could not 
adept any other foreign policy bnt that 
of the present government, becanse it 
was not sufficiently armed. The prime 
minister, Signor Gioletti, who is a man 
of cold nature, a man of great self-con- 
trol ,after being greeted with cheers was 
overcome by his emotions. He embraced 
Signor Fortis. Hix example was followed 
by the minister of marine amid enthuei- 
astic applause from the deputies,

Then again, the river froze early this 
year and when the water fell later on 
the ice dropped to the water level and 
has left a very uneven” surface. This

“Tlow about the fis 
the lake this winter?’ 

“The Imperial Fish company has ceas 
fd business for the present at least but 
thebre will he three or four small fish 
companies freighting fish to Edmonton 
throughout the season. The licensed com- 
pany has not done any injury to the in- 
dividual fisherman and wow that their 
operations have ceased there is nothing 
to prevent anyone marketing all the fish 
he can catch.” 


Roads and Bridges. 


“The, Department of Public Works has 
heen doing some work in the Lesser 
Slave district this season?’

“Yes, a bridge was built across Wil- 
low Creek, which is the longest bridge ‘n 
the north,and fully as long as the bridge 
across the Saskatchewan at Edmonton.

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THE POWER OF THE 
RAILWAY COMMISSION 


Judge Maybee, Chairman, in an Ad- 
dress in Stratford Outlines the 
Jurisdiction of This Board, Which 
Has Revolutionized the Control of 
Public Service Corporations Oper- 
ating Undwer Federal Charters. 


The Board of Railway Commission 
ere of Canada is an organization of 
tremendous influence and usefulness 
While it is the creation of the present 
Liberal adniinistration its delibera 
tions, investigations and decisions ark 
in no degree or manner affected by 
political considerations. Judge Ma 
vee, chairman of the commission, re- 
cently delivered an address, at 1 
beard banquet in Stratford 
in. which he gave a most interesting 
ury of the functions and powce 

commission. This address } 
reproduced herewith: 

fn Canada, prior to the railway act 
of 1903, there was practically no gov- 
ernment control over the operation of 
railways. In that year an entire!) 
new departare was. made in Cana- 
dian legislation affecting the railway 
sibject to the jurisdiction of the par 
liament of Canada. The draughtsmes 
oFihe act had at least two sources ¢ 
draw from in framing its provisions; 
the earlier one being the English leg- 
istation, embodied now in the English 
railway and canal traffic act, which in 
vafious forms had been in foree in 
Ragland ior nearly fifty vears; and th: 
ifferstate act in force in the United 
Stites. Canada, however, went much 
fatther than did the mother of parlia 
mente, or congress, and we have today 
ifeour railway act of 1906, with its 
subsequent amendments, statutors 
previsions of a much more advance d 
and far reaching character than are 
found in the railway legislation of any 
otter country of the world. Doubtles- 
congress would have been found will- 
ing to go quite as far, possibly farther, 
but owing to the peculiar, and I migh: 
say (in this respect) unfortunate con- 
stitution of the United States, it had 
not the jurisdiction, without encroach 
ing upon the power delegated to th 
states, and so their federal legislation 
is~ necessarily confined to interstat» 
railway matters, 

Interesting Provisions. 

It is, of course, quite impossible in 
any brief space of time to compare 
the provisions of our statute with 
those of England, or the United 
States, and I shall content myself by 
dealing very shortly with some of the 
provisions that will probably be of the 
most interest to vou.

Elaborate and exhaustive machinery 
is provided for working out all these 
various matters; the board hears evi- 
dence, the parties appear by counsel, 
agent or in person, as they desire, the 
proceedings are informal, and = al- 
though certain rules are in existence 
the public is in ne way held down to 
them, and in most instances a letter 
from a man having a grievance is ae 
cepted as a statement of his com- 
plaint. To this the company com- 
plained against makes the same an- 
swer, if the case requires evidence it 
is heard in due course, if no evidence 
seems necessary, a formal disposition 
is made of it simply upon the com- 
plaint and answer. No technicalities 
of any kind are allowed to intervene 
to prevent quick substantial justice 
from being done. 

Not Too Dignified. 

There is no red tape, and although 
the board endeavors to assume the 
dignity that its importance as the peo- 
ple’s tribunal demands, it does not 
make dignity one of its most promi- 
nent features. There is a chief and 
three assistant engineers, all eminent 
in their profession, and these gentle- 
men inspect and approve of plans, in- 
spect road-beds, crossings, and attend 
to all enginecring features connected 
with the proper construction and 
maintenance of the railway and its 
works. No road can be opened for 
traffic without their inspection and 
approval, and the approval of the 
board, and upon their condemnation 
the board could order any railway to 
cease operating its trains upon its 
lines, or any of them, or require any 
sort of improvement in road-bed, roll- 
ing stock, bridges, or otherwise, that 
might be thought proper in the in- 
vetest of public safety, and these en- 
¢ineers may, after inspection, if in 
their judgment such sten is proper, 
foithwith forbid the running of trains. 
and, this prohibition mav be ratified, 
xx removed by the board.

As I have alrenty said, perhaps 
is, to manufactur and shippers and 
commercial me inost of you are, 
that the tariff « ses Of the actare of 
the greatest inter st, as in these days 
of fierce competition between individ- 
uals, and between localities, freight 
rates and facilities for shipping of 
freight are of supreme importance, In 
many cases the difference between 
rates, as between different localities 
upon various commodities, represents 
the margin of profit to the producer 
or shipper. The act prohibits any at 
tempt upon behalf of the carrier to 
make unreasonable charge for carry- 
ing freight, and requires that the tolls 
shall always, under substantial and 
similar conditions and circumstances, 
in respect of all traffic of the same 
description, and carried in or on upon 
the like kind of cars, passing over the 
same portion of the line of railway, b 
charged equally to all persons, and 
at the same rate, whether by weight, 
mileage, or otherwise; and that no re- 
duction or advance in any such tolls 
shall be made, either directly or indi- 
rectly, in favor of or against any par- 
ticular person using the railway, and 
that no toll shall be charged which 
unjustly discriminates between diffe: 
ent localities. 

Facilities For Moving Traffic. 

All companies are required to afford 
to all persons equal facilities for moy- 
ing traffic, and are prohibited from 
giving undue or unreasonable prefer- 
ence or advantage to, or in favor of 
any particular person, or any partic- 
ular description of traffic, or by any 
unreasonable delay or otherwise mak- 
ing any difference in treatment in re- 
ceiving, loading, forwarding, unload- 
ing or delivering goods of a similar 
character in favor of or against any 
particular person; or from subjecting 
any particular person, or any partic- 
ular description of traffic to any un- 
due or unreasonable prejudice or dis- 
advantage in any respect whatever; 
and are required to so distribute or 
allot their freight cars so there may 
be no unjust discrimination against 
any locality or industry, or against 
any traffic whieh may originate upon 
their railways destined to a point 
upon anether railway in Canada with 
which they connect.
